G^rison*s probe has stirred 
both interest and skepticism. 

Dodd 
(D-Conn.) urged that .the War- 
ren Commission reopen its In- 
vestigation.

At the news 'conference, he 
■said that '^premature** disclosure 
of the investigation by New 
Orleans newspapers had serious- 
ly hampered the Investigation. 
He barred reporters from the 
citys newspapers from the con- 
ference room*

Garrison, when a Times-Picay- 
une reporter refused to leave, 
/Throw them out if necessary/* 
An aide pusSied the reporter out 
of the room. 

Asked if he thought any for- 
eign country or any officlaj was 
Involved in the alleged con- 
spiracy, Garrison said no. He 
turned away most questions 
with “no comment/'
